\ The meeting started with a 3i hour report from GUS HALL on the 
negative aspects of ep work in N Y State. He was critical of 
the critical reception given “by ranh-and^file and local 
\ leaders to the reorganization statement and the statement of 
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/electoral policy, both issued by the National Secretariat. He • 
/• equated "cynicism and negativism"' within the CP to the beatnik 
I philosophy outside, He attacked divisive, negative, revisionist 
tactics of those who were consistently opposing all actions 
of the national leadership, pointing out that the reactions 
of NY state, were qualitatively different from those of other 
parts of the CP in the rest of th’e US, and announcing, for 
example, that the -NY State Committee had not metfor 6 months,. 

He called for "sincere self-criticism", and, in the last 
10 minutes of his report, made certain specific proposals 
for positive action. These included a worker sub drive (in 
his remarks later, LOUIS WEfNSTOCit pointed out that if money 
is not found within 2 weeks, there will be no more Worker, 
because all resources have been tapped and there are no' ' 
more unless the money comes in from new sources)! structural 
: reorganisation of the party, a concentration of activity in 

two areas -- waterfront and transport workers j and in the 
Negro and Puerto Rican communities. 

After a 45 minute break for lunch at 2" o'clock, the group re-r 
convened, for discussion. CLARENCE; asked for and received 
agreement that, in view of the short time left for discussion 
and the long list of people who had asked for the floor, 
that each speaker be limited to 3 minutes and that preference 
go tb representatives of clubs, rather than to section, 
county and state functionaries. 

Whereupon, one by one, ■ various, rank-and-file members took the 
floor and, figuratively,, took CRJS HALL'S report and beat him 
over the head with i t. With the possible exception of 
the youth speakers' --| |and two young men 7 - there was 

pretty unanimous condemnation of the ideas in bis report. 
Specifically, a.ll speakers ' criticized, the proposal, on 
reorganization as it pertained to the elimination of industrial 
sections. JOE EDELMAW and BEN of Buffalo were especially 
vocal on this point, as was l I 

pointed out that much of the blame for sloppy discussion and 
disagreements on reorganization, at least as fun as Harlem 
is concerned, must rest on the shoulders of the national 
leadership, since none of the H arlem people ever received a

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copy of the statement, and were forced to discuss the idea 
on the basis of a hearsay version of it. She said that if 
Democratic Centralism required full discussion, in a constructive 
way, of what, top leadership decided, it was up to them to 
let the people at 6he' bottom know what had been decided. She 
also requested, in terms' of the proposal to concentrate on 
work in the Negro and Puerto Rican communities, that, before 
policy is set, top leadership call in for consultation some 
of the comrades working in these areas, so that "we won't 
have to meet this time next year for self-criticism as to why 
the Party has been trailing the Negro people '.s movement ■ 
instead of leading it", other speakers, especially ESTHER 
GOLLOBIN, SHEVRA and a speaker from Coney Island, criticised 
the report for being completely negative, ignoring. the many 
positive accomplishments which have been made. ABE UNGER, who 
was the last speaker, also severely blamed the members of 
the NY State Committee, who had nof met. He said they. should 
not have waited indefinitely for the state staff or national- 
staff to call a meeting, asking "are you men or mice, that 
you didn't call your selves into session?" 




GUS declined to summarise, saying it was not necessary; 
expressed his disappointment, at the lack of self-criticism

The Bronx County committee, held a regular meeting 
on Monday night, Oct. 31, at PAULINE LANDAU* s house on- 
Olinville Ave. Apt. 4 d. 

Those present at this meeting were, MIMI FRI EDL ANDER , 
County Organizer, EDITH ROSENBERG, BEN an d FRANCES BORDOFSKY, 
SAM NESSIN, PAULINE, SYLVIA BERMAN. NAN DYGKMAN, AL PAULA, 

CARRIE” SCHEIBER , AL NAIDICE^ 1 1 

SAM NESSIN was elected Chairman and the agenda was 
as follows, Announc ement s , a report by BEN on the forthcoming 
County Class, followed by a report by MIMI on a recent State 
Committee report. 

On Announc ement s SAM said that the Allerton Community 
Center is going to conduct a lecture on Tuesday Nov. 15', 
at the Center, an a report will be given by ANGIE DICKERSON, 
who attended a Conference on Woman of African decent in Ghana, 
he urged that as many as possible attend and to get others • 
to attend, all monies realized from this lecture would be 
donated to the fund drive as part of the Allerton quota. 

This was cleared with ANGIE DICKERSON and it was - 
agreed upon. 

BEN spoke on the coming class, which is going to be- 
held on Friday Nov. 4, at his house j This first session would 
be conducted by WILLIAM WEINSTONE and the topic Is on peace 
and Co-existence, reading material for this Class is as 
follows, the Resolution on peace by the N.E.C. Sept. i960. 

GUS HALL - The Summit and after Aug. i960 P.A. 
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Diolectics of our time* Oct. i960 p.A. and N.S. 
KRUSHCHEV: speech at the Roumanian party Congress the section 
on (Struggle for peace) “ 

The second session would be held two weeks later 
Nov. 18, at PAULINE LANDAU'S house on Olinville Ave. and 
the guest speaker would be HY LUMSR on Capitalist Economy, 
the reading material would be outlined later. 

The third session would be held on Dec. 2, 
no place designated as yet, the speaker would be BETTY GANNET 
who would talk on the Socialist Economy, and the fourth 
session on. Friday Dec. 16, at NAN DICKMAN's house: on Perry 
Ave. This last would be on the Party and either MIMI or 
someone else would talk. 

This class must, if possible, be attended by every 
member of the County Committee and one other responsible 
person from every club. 

The class would start promptly at 8 o'clock and 
it is being held on a Friday night so as to insure a full 
and rounded discussion of any problem which may arrive. 

An announcement was made by EDITH that Bazaar 
tickets were available and each club must take a few before 
leaving tonight. 

MIMI gave the 1 main report on the election Campaign, 
she outlined the position taken by the people prior to this 
Campaign, she outlined the position of the Party in 
supporting the Democratic Party^ 

There were many issues brought before the people 
through the Democratic party which could not be done through 
the Republican organization. 
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Even though both candidates are not very far 
apart on many issues. Peace, Soviet Union, Communism, foreign 
policy, etc, nevertheless the Democratic Party is the Party 
of t he working class, the labor unions are going all. out in 
their support except a very few, and it is in this organization 
that much activity has taken place, for instance they have gone 
all out in the registration drive, and in some areas of the 
Bronx the increase has been tremendous. 

The Party has given its support, although publicly, 
to KENNEDY because he has the edge over NINON on many issues. 
Old age, and in the Medical bill, Q umoy & Matsu debate, 
the T.V. talks, also KENNEDY can be pushed on many issues 
unemployment, lower taxes etc. 

The movement of the people around KENNEDY bring 
to mind the movement of the people in the ROOSEVELT era, 
where the people were in constant motion. 

If KENNEDY is defeated it will mean a setback for 
the working class. 

MIMI then explained the role of the Liberal Party 
in this election. The Liberal Party is still under the 
guidance and leadership of the TROTSKY element and a vote 
on the liberal line will only make them stronger than they 
are now are, and even though many of our people feel that 
they should cast their vote on the Liberal line, 
nevertheless' we find that the Democratic party line after 
careful observation is by far a more better choice.. 

In some particular area where the three .parties 
are running candidates we can weigh the possibilities of 
casting our vote for the Liberal party candidate in the 
interest of a better representation for that area for 
instance in the upper Bronx Area where FINN, SUG- ARMAN and 
T OB ARMAN* 
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If we weighed the candidates in our own area with 
a look at their records, their position on various issues 
and vote accordingly we will make a contribution to our 
own particular area. 

The Socialist party ( In de pent ) is very bureaucratic 
and urges the destruction of all the Socialist Countries as 
they now stand, ,and in - its place they want to establish their 
own form of Socialism. -They cannot be trusted, they make 
deals with everyone and therefor we cannot give them our 
support . 


In the Bronx the Party will not pressure anyone to 
support the Democratic party, but when a ICENI'JEDY will listen 
to Issues, then we must support him. 

Saturday Nov. 5, KENNEDY is coming to the 
Bronx and we must send letters, post Cards ebc. to him urging 
him to state his viexvs on various issues, such as, peace, 
Cuba, etc. 


MIMI said that the Party will face greater mass tasks 
after the election is over, in the next few weeks, the Supreme 
Court is going to rule on the legality of the Party, there are 
many cases which affect our Party which must be deceided also. 

There is to a party building Campaign from Nov. 14 
to Dec. 31^ we must see to it that everyone is registered, 
in this manner we will be able to pin down, what people are 
in Igass organisations, what the_do, what position they hold 
etct* We will also get an accurate account of our membership 
and during this drive we have to increase our' membership 
by 10 fo for this period, this will include old members 
and new, ' especialy people from Mass organizations. 

EDITH gave an approximate figure of our membership, 
the last registration in New York State was 2,000,, since 
Jan. 1-960/. 150 new members have come into the Party 75 
new and 75 old members 'who previously belonged. 
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In the Bronx there were 24-5 registered last year 
hut after careful checking with, people moving, dying etc. that 
figure is now: '233 registered,, 

In thi sc coming period it is proposed, that for the 
7 large clubs they recruit 4 -peop3.e either old of new members, 
and for the South East and Hungarian. 2 each. 

It is also suggested that everyone strive for a 
complete i960 dues payment as soon as possible. 

During this: registration drive and party rebuilding 
Campaign it is also proposed that a donation of month 
solidarity dues be collected from each member in order to 
help strengthen the party in the South. 

This solidarity payment will replace the one 
month assessment which was paid by each member in past 
registration drives. 

We must also see to it that the Worker, which Is 
in a bad financial way, be read by every member to 
subscribe if possible, otherwise bought and read by every 
member, if this was done the paper would not be In such a 
financial .mess. 

During this period we must also, strive to raise, 
the ideal ogical intelligence of our people, and this can 
be done by reading the- Political Affairs ^ World Marxist 
Review etc. which are published every month. We must 
discuss with are people their area of work, where they 
work, to what organization they -belong, what positonnthey 
hold, etc. and to offer them any aid or a s s i s t anc e~~t hey may 
need in their work. 

All this should be done with the constant thought 
in mind, to recruit new elements into our Party* 
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EDITH gave up to date figures of the fund drive 
as follows - In 1959 we collected about 53$ of our .fund 
drive,, in i960 to date we have collected about 76 % of pur 
goal, In order to 'complete our fund, drive it is proposed to 
continue the fund drive through Nov,, and .Dec, in order to raise 
the remaining 24^„,
